Editor The Star: I am a former 


employe of Hope, Post Office. 
My appointment was of March 
1947 and I resigned as of April 
1969. Naturally your editorials in 
The Star as of late concerning 
the Sectional Center transfer to 
Texarkana, Texas, have in- 
terested me. 


I was in accord with you from 


the beginning about spending a 
half million dollars of the tax- 
payers' dollars for the present 
installation in Hope. It should 
have been 
constructed 
in 


Texarkana, because of rail and 
air connections. (The Hope office 
has always had a special air lift 
truck contract to haul mail to 
and from Texarkana airport 
since the system began.) 


I believe I can tell you exactly 


why this latest snafu occured in 
the delivery of your newspaper. 
When the Sectional here was 
transferred to Texarkana the. 
trained personnel here were sent 
to Shreveport, La., with very 
little advance notice and nobody 
in Texarkana knew how to route 
and work the mail that had been 
worked and routed from Hope 
and surrounding area. 


I still believe and have always 


believed that the Railway Mail 
Service should not have been 
discontinued. I will also have to 
add the Highway Postal Service, 
which was under the same 
control and supplemented where 
rails were not present. 


I sincerely believe the answer 


to our present mail dilemma lies 
in the restoration of our RPO's 
and HPO's. I do not believe there 
is any substitute for working the 
mail en route. I believe with the 
restoration of the RMS operated 
by the Postal Service over our 
existing rail and highway 
facilities, 
plus our air mail 


service will provide the superior 
mail service we should expect in 
this day of Man on the Moon in 
less time than we can get a letter 
or package to Chicago. Sin-

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court agreed today to 
hear a challenge to the right of 
immigration officers to search 
without 
warrants 
for illegal 


aliens 
in vehicles anywhere 


within 100 miles of a border. 


It consented to hear the case 


of 
f'onrado 
Almeida-Sanchez, 


who was 
sentenced 
to five 


years for receiving smuggled 
marijuana 
after 
immigration 


officers found 161 pounds of the 
weed in his car while searching 
it for aliens on a lonely Califor- 
nia highway 50 miles north of 
the Mexican border. 


Almeida-Sanchez' 
lawyers 


said the search was uncon- 
stitutional 
because 
officers 


stopped him without a search 
warrant and with no reason to 
suspect he had marijuana. 


Specifically, 
they said the 


search 
violated 
the 
Fourth 


Amendment, 
which 
prohibits 


unreasonable searches and seiz- 
ures. 


Previous lower court opinions 


have upheld the right of immi- 
gration officers to stop and 
search vehicles 
for 
illegal 


aliens anywhere within 100 air 
miles of the Mexican border, 
provided they look only where 
a person could possibly hide. 


Federal Judge Irving Hall re- 


fused to throw out the mari- 
juana as evidence during Alme- 
dida-Sanchez' trial on grounds 
it had been found during just a 
search. 


The 9th U.S. Court of Appeals 


upheld Almeida-Sanchez' con- 
viction, but by a 2 to 1 vote 
with one justice questioning the 
constitutionality of the search.

Thrown Out 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


state Supreme Court said today 
that Chancellor James Merritt 
of McGehee exceeded his au- 
thority in ordering a committee 
investigation of two lawyers 
and their law firm for alleged 
contempt of court and violation 
of canons of professional ethics. 


The Supreme Court granted a 


permanent injunction to prohi- 
bit a three-member committee 
of lawyers from conducting the 
investigation in the McGehee 
District of Desha County Chan- 
cery Court. 


The committee was created 


after Merritt issued his order 
June 23, 1971. 


The Supreme Court said the 


investigation, "although made 
in the utmost good faith, could 
cause irreparable injury to the 
professional reputations" of the 
lawyers "in a manner wholly 
unauthorized by law." 


The investigation would have 


been made of John A. Davis, 
Bill R. Holland and the law 
firm of Bridges, Young, Mat- 
thews and Davis of Pine Bluff. 


Merritt had issued the order 


in connection with an abstract 
and brief Holland and Davis 
had filed with the Supreme 
Court in appealing a decision of 
Merritt in a case in which they 
were attorneys. 


Holland 
and 
Davis 
had 


claimed that Merritt held "bias 
and prejudice" toward them.

Complete 
immunity 
from 


prosecution has been granted to 
many witnesses over the years 
to prevent them from invoking 
the Fifth Amendment and re- 
fusing to testify on the grounds 
of possible 
self-incrimination. 


Witnesses who refused to testi- 
fy under immunity could be 
jailed for contempt of court. 


The 1970 law provides a more 


limited kind of immunity. A 
witness can be forced to testify 
with the protection only that 
what he says will not be used 
against him in a future prose- 


1'iition. 


Powell said complete immun- 


ity would give the witness con-

than

"While a grant of immunity

Unanimity 
of Jury Is 
Struck Down

WASHINGTON (AP) - De- 


fendants on trial in state courts 
for noncapital crimes may be 
convicted by a less-than-unani- 
motis jury, the Supreme Court 
ruled 5 to 4 today. 


The decision, in cases from 


I/niisiana and Oregon, said the 
centuries-old practice of unani- 
mous jury verdicts is not re- 
quired by the U.S. Constitution. 
Even a 9 to 3 verdict is per- 
missible, .said Justice Byron R. 
White for the court. 


Only four states, Oklahoma 


and 
Montana 
in addition 
to 


I/niisiana and Oregon, appar- 
ently now have laws approving 
conviction by a less than unani- 
mous vote. The court's ruling 
could spur others to follow the 
example. 


Justice Thurgmxl Marshall, a 


dissenter, said the ruling "cuts 
the heart out," of an important 
safeguard of the Bill of Rights. 
Protests were entered also by 
Justices William Douglas, Wil 
linm J. Brennan and Potter 
Stewart.

produced by White ;uid the four 
Nixon administration appoint 
tnents: Chiet Justice Warren Iv 
Burger and Justices Harry A 
Blackmun, William Rehnquist 
and Ix-wi.s F. Powell Jr. 


White said the essential func- 


tion of the jury is to interpose a 
group of laymen representing 
the cross-section of the commu- 
nity between the accused and 
his accuser. 


"In terms of this function," 


he said, "we perceive no differ- 
ence; between juries required to 
act unanimously and those per- 
mitted to convict or acquit on 
votes of 10 to 2 or 11 to 1."

Although it has 
been against Federal law to 
shoot bald eageles since 1940, the 
National Wildlife Federation 
reward program was started in 


1971 as the result of the revealed 
mass slaughter of eagles in 
Wyoming.

Michelangelo 
Sculpture 
Disfigured

VATICAN CITY (AP) - A 


man who told police "I am 
God, I am Michelangelo" dis- 
figured the Florentine sculp- 
tor's statue of the Pieta in St. 
Peter's Basilica with a sledge 
hammer Sunday, but the Vati- 
can's chief engineer said he be- 
lieved most of the damage 
could be repaired. 


A horrified crowd of tourists 


and 
Romans 
saw the tall, 


bearded man jump over the 
marble railing in front of Mich- 
elangelo's 472-year-old master- 
piece, pull a 12-pound hammer 
from his folded raincoat and, 
with cries of "I am Jesus 
Christ," attack the statue of the 
Virgin Mary cradling the body 
of the crucified Jesus in her 
lap. 


"The man was holding onto 


the Virgin with one hand and 
clobbering it with the other," 
an American tourist, Beatrice 
Pech of Detroit, said. "He was 
screaming as if he wanted ev- 
eryone to hear and see. I felt 
sick. We were so shocked we 
just didn't know what to do." 


The left arm of the Virgin 


with its hand turned outward 
broke away and shattered into 
smaller pieces as it hit the 
floor. The nose of the Madonna 
was chopped away and the left 
side of her face, including the 
half-closed eye, was disfigured. 
The figure of Christ was unda- 
maged. 


The vandal, identified as Las- 


lo Toth, a native of Hungary 
now an Australian citizen, fled 
from the statue and began 
pushing his way through the 
stunned crowd before an Italian 
soldier and others seized him 
by his long hair. Vatican au- 
thorities turned him over to 
Italian police. The police said 
he told them, "I am God, I am 
Michelangelo. I have reached 
the age of Christ and now I can 
die." 


Toth, who will be 34 next 


week, was charged with dam- 
aging art works and offending 
religion by attacking an object 
of worship, offenses carrying 
four-year prison terms. 


After delivering his weekly 


blessing to the crowd in St. Pe- 
ter's Square, Pope Paul visited 


the damaged statue. Fie km'It 
before it and prayed 
l.riefly. 


then heard a report on the in- 
cident. 


"It will never be the sunie 


again," the saddened pontiff 
said. 
"Sheer madness. Why 


such an act to a work that he- 
longs to all humanity"" 


Francesco Vacchini, the Vati- 


can's chief engineer, said. "The 
damage is grave. There are too 
many small pieces. But we 
think we can restore so much 
of it that it can have a good 
similarity to what it was." 


For hours after the attack. 


workmen 
crawled

hands and knees about the stat- 
ue, collecting every fragment 
of marble. The damaged statue 
was covered with a red drape.

coded letters mailed at

same time and place.

A similar survey conducted 


15 months earlier 
produced 


about the same conclusions. 


Officials of the U.S. Postal 


Service say that zip codes pri- 
marily were introduced to aid 
in processing mail, make pos- 
sible the hiring of less skilled 
persons without having to train 
them intensively and allow a 
shift to optical sorting machin- 
es. 


"Not a great many are in op- 


eration now, but we are adding 
them as rapidly as they can be 
produced and installed," said 
Joseph F. Jones, director of the 
Postal Service's Office of logis- 
tics. "The zip code will play an 
increasingly important role, 
and allow us to employ more 
persons with less skills." 


The 
AP 
survey 
also 
in- 


dicated : 


—Spending the extra three 


cents for an airmail stamp 
doesn't necessarily 
guarantee 


quicker delivery. In the case of 
45 per cent of the letters in the 
survey, the airmail letters were 
delivered at the same time as 
first-class ones. 


—Considerable variations ex- 


ist in delivery time, often not 
related to distances involved. 
For example, letters 
mailed 


from I>os Angeles to Washing- 
ton reached the capital faster 
than those mailed from Wash- 
ington or New York to Ix>s An- 
geles. 


—In three of the test cities, 


St. Louis, Los Angeles and 
Houston, the Postal Service 
handled local letters in an aver- 
age of one day. The average 
time in St. louis was 
20M- 


hours, compared to 33 in Wash- 


ington. 


-Since the Postal 
Service 


does not generally operate on 
Saturday afternoon 
and Sun- 


day, Friday is the poorest day 
to mail letters. In most cases 
they are 
not delivered until 


Monday morning: in at least a 
dozen cases delivery was de- 
layed until Tuesday. 


"We are trying to improve 


the weekend problem which has 
been acute," Jones said. 


The AP survey was designed 


to test long-distance as well as 
local service, involving Chicago 
in addition to the cities already 
named. Here's how it was con- 
ducted: 


At 10 a.m. on Monday, each 


of the six bureaus mailed a to- 
tal of 22 letters, two to itself 
and four to each of the other 
five bureaus. Both letters ad- 
dressed to the bureau of of igin 
bore first-class postage; one 
carried the zip code and the 
other didn't. 


Of the letters sent to the oth- 


er bureaus, one first-class let- 
ter had a zip code, one first- 
class was without the zip, one 
airmail letter had a zip code 
and one airmail letter 
was 


without it. 


A like assortment of 22 let- 


ters was mailed by each bu- 
reau again at 5 p.m. Monday, 
then at the same two times on 
Wednesday and Friday—yield- 
ing a 72-letter test of local serv- 
ice and a 720-letter test of long- 
distance service. 


Receiving bureaus logged the 


hour and day each letter ar- 
rived. Like most businesses in 
urban areas, the bureaus get 
their mail two or more times a 
day. 


Jones agreed that problem 


areas exist, and said the serv- 
ice has just initiated a program 
to analyze them one by one ami 
correct the deficiencies. 


The AP survey indicated that 


local service has been speeded 
up within the past 15 months. 
The survey in early 1971 pro- 
duced only one city, Houston, 
which handled local letters in 
an average of one day. This 
year Houston, Ix>s Angeles and 
St. IxMiis matched or surpassed 
(bat. 


But there were lapses: one 


letter in Houston and one in 
Washington took 6H hours to de- 
liver, and one in I/is Angeles 67 
hours—-more than 2'n days in 
each case. 


In the survey, half the letters 


had zip codes and half didn't. A 
comparison of arrival times of 
each pair of letters showed: 


- 19 per cent of the letter* 


with zip codes arrived first. 


—64 per cent of the letters 


with zip codes arrived at the 
same time as those without zip 
codes. 


-17 per cent of the letters 


with zip codes arrived later 
than letters without zip codes. 


These 
percentages 
varied 


only slightly from (hose pro 
duced in the survey 15 months 
earlier.

waukee ferry manager says Ar- 
thur H. Bremer appeared with 
a swarthy, well-dressed com- 
panion to arrange the first of 
three mysterious trips Bremer 
made across l^ake Michigan in 
the weeks preceding the wound- 


ing of Gov. George C. Wallace. 


Bremer, 21, is charged with 


shooting Wallace on May 15. 
Mounting evidence indicates he 
followed the Alabama governor 
for more than two months. 


Kecords of the Chesapeake & 


Ohio Railroad 
in 
Milwaukee 


show that Bremer took the C&O 
ferry from Milwaukee to Lu- 
dington, Mich., on April 9 and 
May 9. Hecords in Ludington 
show he made the 97-mile trip 
in the opposite direction on 
April 2H. 


The C&O ferry-trainmaster, 


Karl S. Nunnery, told The Asso- 
ciated Press he recalls that 
Bremer and a man' who ap- 
peared to be of Greek descent 
made arrangements for the fer- 
ry trips. 


A third person was traveling 


with the men but did not enter 
the ferry office, Nunnery said. 


This was the first report that 


Bremer had had companions in 
the weeks preceding the shoot- 
ings.

Bremer had been seen in Mil- 


waukee at a Wallace celebra- 
tion just 2Vfe blocks from his 
apartment on April 4, the night 
of the Wisconsin primary.

tional aspirations of black pu- 
pils are not furthered by in- 
tegration by busing.

Paraplegics Can Lead Busy Lives

N E W Y O R K — i NEA i — 


Kven if his physicians' worst 
fears come to pass and Gov. 
Cleorge Wallace becomes a 
permanent paraplegic, there 
is no reason to believe his 
political prognosis must be 
as grim as the medical one 
appears to be. 


"The outlook c a n n o t be 


predicted, but it is not favor- 
able. It would be unusual to 
net complete recovery under 
these circumstances," said 
Dr. James Galbraith, head 
of the 
University of Ala- 


bama's Neurological Depart- 
ment and a member of the 
surgical team that operated 
on Wallace after a would-be 
assassin shot five low-caliber 
bullets into the candidate's 
midsection. 


Physicians say that two of 


the bullets caused serious 
damage. All of them were 
r e n i o v e d except for one, 
which was lodged danger- 
ously close to his spine. The 
injuries caused by this bullet 
were being b l a m e d for a 
paralysis of Wallace's lower 
extremities. 


Wallace s u f f e r e d other 


w o u n d s in the abdominal 
area. But the primary con- 
cern remains the possibility 
of permanent paralysis from 
the waist down, a condition 
known as paraplegia. 


One of the surgeons attend- 


ing the Alabama governor, 
Dr. Joseph Shanno, voiced 
early hope that W a l l a c e 
would make a full recovery. 
He added, h o w e v e r , "If 
worst, you c o u l d say he 
would have the same disa- 
bility as Franklin D e l a n o 
Roosevelt." 


Although FDR was con- 


fined to a wheelchair for a 
number of years, his dis- 
ability was due to polio. His 
legs were paralyzed, but he 
had feeling in them. 


In paraplegia not only are 


the legs paralyzed, but there 
is no feeling in them, ex- 
plains Dr, Howard A. Rusk, 
a pioneer in rehabilitative 
medicine and d i r e c t o r of 
New York University's famed 
Institute 
of 
Rehabilitation 


Medicine (IRM), the largest 
such center in the country. 


ftlPfe difficult, Rusk says, 


for physicians to determine 
the seriousness of Wallace's 
condition because when the 
spinal cord is injured there 
is an initial swelling process. 
The swelling, which is one 
of the body s first steps to- 
ward healing, "shows the 
same symptoms as lesions," 
or actual i n j u r i e s to the 
spinal cord. If severed, nerve 
tissues, such as those the 
spinal cord is made of, do 
not heal. 


The spinal cord is a bundle 


of n e r v e s going from the 
brain to the muscles, skin 
and internal organs. It can 
be compared to an electric 
conduit which connects the 
power station with the lights 
in your home. If the conduit 
is cut the lights do not work. 
If the spinal cord is cut, 
parts of the body below the 
injury are separated from 
their connections 
with the 


brain. 


If there is no permanent 


damage to the cord itself, 
and "if there is minimal 
swelling, there may be im- 
provement quite early. But 
we have seen improvement 
go on not only for days and 
w e e k s 
but for months," 


Rusk explains. 


It is estimated that there 


are 100,000 paraplegics and 
q u a d r a p l e g i c s I all four 
limbs p a r a l y z e d ) in the 
United States, and there are 
some 10,000 new cases each 
year. Most come from trau- 
m a t i c injuries associated 
with s p o r t s , 
automobile, 


diving or similar accidents. 


Today, however, the para- 


plegic and quadraplegic can 
lead next-to-normal lives in 
literally every way. 


"Fifteen years ago," Rusk 


says, "if you got 10 to 15 per 
cent of them back into some 
kind of life you thought you 
were doing pretty well." 


But in a recent follow-up 


study of 141 paraplegic and 
q u a d r a p l e g i c 
patients 


treated at IRM in the last 
three years. 83 per cent were 
found to be back at school or 
at work in gainful occupa- 
tions.

tute for Rehabiliation Medi- 
cine has had scores of law- 
yers, executives and doctors

Indeed, today there are 


quadraplegics and parapleg- 
ics active in high govern- 
ment circles. 


Deputy 
Assistant Secre- 


tary of State Alan Reich is a 
quadraplegic who broke his 
neck in a diving accident in 
1962. At the time he was an 
executive with the Polaroid 
Corp. Today, he says from 
his office in the State De- 
partment, "One tends to get 
so involved in his work that 
he pays no attention to the 
disability." 


Reich drives to work every 


day and goes to his office by 
wheelchair via an elevator." 


"Doing a lot of flying in 


a wheelchair is a little bit 
awkward and cumbersome, 
particularly when it involves 
overnight travel, but the air- 
lines have been terrific," he 
says. 


Lyman Kirkpatrick, for- 


mer executive officer of the 
CIA, 
is a n o t h e r quadra- 


plegic, confined to his wheel- 
chair because of a serious 
case of polio. Today Kirk- 
patrick is professor of po- 
litical science at Brown Uni- 
versity. He is now on sab- 
batical leave, but instead of 


vacationing he has taken the 
Chester W. Nimitz Chair of 
National Security and For- 
eign A f f a i r s at the Naval 
War College. 


Another active and well- 


known quadraplegic is for- 
m e r B r o o k l y n D o d g e r 
c a t c h e r Roy Campanella. 
After the accident that dis- 
abled him, Campanella has 
led a full life coaching base- 
ball, doing his own radio pro- 
gram, charity work and rais- 
ing his family. 


"In the paraplegic with no 


complications our average 
training time to get to an 
ability to meet all needs of 
daily living is a b o u t 120 
days." Rusk explains. 


As far as recreation, the 


paraplegic is certainly lim- 
ited by the fact that he can- 
not use his legs. But he can 
drive, shoot archery, bowl 
and even play basketbaU. 
The annual Para-Olympics 
also has shot putting and 
javelin throwing as events 
and they are "very hot and 
spirited games," say wit- 
nesses. 


Neither is mental function 


affected by the paralyzing 
conditions.'Once a person in- 
jured permanently in this 
way accepts his condition 
the battle is all but won, Dr. 
Rusk says. 


"In my opinion," he adds,

Job Application Is 
A Test in Itself

Young readers across the 


country are very busy on job 
application letters for the ap- 
proaching summer judging 
from the many requests for 
assistance. 


It's 
out. 


There's no "pat formula" 


for an application letter. As 
a matter of fact, an applica- 
tion is more than a means 
of 'applying for a job — it's a 
test in itself, especially when 
done by mail rather than in 
person. 


As John E. Keefe notes in 


his recent book "The Teen- 
ager and the Interview," in- 
terviewers are trained not to 
prejudge or rely on first im- 
pressions. But the tempta- 
tion is great when confronted 
with an incomplete, soiled, 
misspelled or torn letter. 


Applications s h o u l d be 


typed if possible, but in any 
case they should be neat. 
Erasures should be avoided, 
but 
if 
unavoidable, 
they 


should be done cleanly and 
with a proper eraser for the 
type of paper used. 


Questions should be read 


carefully before being an- 
swered. Before filling in a 
form, it's a good idea to jot 
down answers 
to complex 


questions on a separate piece 
of paper. 


Here are a few pointers on 


the types of questions likely 
to be asked, as offered by 
Mr. Keefe: 


Address— One or two, per- 


manent and temporary, may 
be requested, so the question 
can be a problem for stu- 
dents at school who plan to 
work away from home dur- 
ing the summer. Be sure to 
list an address where you 
can be reached from time to 
time or from which mail will 
be forwarded. Don't over- 
look the postal zip code. 


Telephone— It's really im- 


portant 
to list a 
number 


where you can always be 
reached. Best hours for call- 
ing also should be noted. 


Social Security Number- 


Obtaining a number is easy 
and without it chances of get- 
ting a job are slim. 


Type of Work Desired — 


This question is extremely 
important, and you shouldn't 
undersell your talents or be 
afraid to extend yourself. Be 
specific— do nof apply for 
••general work" or "handy- 
man." Instead, analyze what 
you can do — drive a vehicle 
type, be a trades helper, a 
laboratory aide. rnaKe cat 
repairs, etc 


Driver's License — The 


ability to drive can be a de 
tiding factor 
An applicant 


who can operate a vehicle 
with a manual gear shut w i l l 
have an advantage. 


I ondition of Health — If u 


normal health. \ou shouM 
list 
excellent" 
or

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quire a physical. 


Height and Weight — 


important this be filled 
This 
information is 
often 


needed because the applicant 
might be short, tall, light or 
heavy for a specific job. 


Previous Employment — 


Don't try to hide it — records 
will be checked. 


Salary Expected — Don't 


•oversell your talents. Try to 
find 
out 
in 
advance 
the 


salary structure of the firm, 
keeping in mind that most 
teen-agers have had little ex- 
perience, and are usually 
paid in prevailing starting 
wage and this should answer 
"the prevailing wage." 


Education — All education, 


formal and otherwise, should 
be listed. Special courses 
such as a summer typing 
course or a Red Cross Safety 
program 
also 
should 
be 


shown. 


References — Be sure to 


provide correct 
addresses, 


and it's a good idea to men- 
tion your application to your 
references. 


Written Evaluation— Some 


applications require a short, 
handwritten self-evaluation 
or biographical sketch, so 
you should first prepare a 
draft statement, organizing 
your points carefully and ac- 
curately on a separate piece 
of paper. Then put it into 
your application, keeping in 
mind that the employer will 
be looking for legible hand- 
writing, good grammar. 


Signature and Date— Don't 


forget to sign the application 
form. 
Sounds simple, but 


many do overlook this.
